SUMMARY 


A probable  barracks  area  located  (Figure 
1)  in  west-central  Kharkov  is  possibly  associ- 
ated with  Kharkov  Tank  OCS  (AL-5)and  Kharkov 
Army  Barracks  West  (AL-6),  both  of  which 
are  located  immediately  west  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  probable  barracks  area  covers  approx- 
imately 15  acres  and  contains  one  multistory 
administration  building,  4 multistory  probable 


barracks,  5 general  storage  buildings,  one  ve- 
hicle shed,  and  5 support  buildings. 

The  installation  was  covered  by  TALENT 
photography  in  February  1960,  and  by  7 KEY- 
HOLE missions  between  April  1962  and  August 
1964.  No  changes  were  observed.  The  instal- 
lation appears  to  be  active  on  all  coverage. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Road  Service 

1'he  installation  is  served  by  the  streets  of 
Kharkov  and  has  access  to  all  roads  leading 
from  Kharkov. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  one  multistory  administra- 
tion building,  4 multistory  probable  barracks, 
and  2 support  buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  5 general  storage  buildings. 
POL  Storage  Areas 

Four  POL  storage  areas  are  located  within 
a 10  nautical-mile  (nm)  radius  of  the  probable 


barracks  area:  Two  medium  POL  tanks  are 
located  5.5  kilometers  (kin)  north  at  50-02N 
036- HE;  11  medium  POL  tanks  are  located 
3.5  km  north  at  50-01N  036- 11E;  11  medium 
vertical  POL  tanks  and  8 small  horizontal 
POL  tanks  are  located  5 km  east-southeast 
at  49-48N  036-16E;  and  17  large  and  14medium 
POL  tanks  are  located  15  km  east  at  49-48N 
036- 29E. 

Lquipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  one  150-  by  30- foot  L- 
shaped  vehicle  shed  with  a 30-  by  30-foot 
wing,  and  3 support  buildings.  Vehicles  were 
observed  in  the  area  on  TALENT,  photography. 
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
